The  Washington  College  women's  rowing  team  had  a 
banner  season  in  2003-04.  The  Shorewomen  were  ranked  as 
high  as  second  in  the  nation  in  Division  III  and  narrowly 
missed  out  on  a  berth  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  Champion- 
ships. Junior  Sara  Beegle  and  senior  Anna  Germain  were 
named  first  team  All-Americans. 

The  defining  moment  of  the  season  came  at  the  Atlantic 
Collegiate  Sprints  League  regatta,  where  the  Shorewomen's 
first  varsity  eight  defeated  perennial  power  Ithaca  College 
for  the  first  time  ever.  That  race  was  one  of  five  final  races 
at  regattas  that  the  first  varsity  eight  won  during  the  course 
of  the  season.  The  Shorewomen  finished  the  season  as  the 
top-ranked  team  in  the  Middle-Atlantic  region  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row.

In  2002-03,  the  Washington  College  Shoremen  continued  the 
tradition  of  excellence  that  has  made  them  one  of  the  most 
storied  men's  tennis  programs  in  NCAA  Division  III. 

The  2002-03  Washington  College  men's  tennis  team  captured 
its  10th  consecutive  Centennial  Conference  Team  Championship, 
running  its  all-time  Centennial  record  to  80-0.  The  Shoremen 
advanced  to  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  III  Team 
Tournament  and  participated  in  the  ITA  Team  Indoor  National 
Championships  for  the  first  time.  Peter  Taylor  became  the  18th 
different  Shoreman  to  gain  All- American  status  since  1986, 
advancing  to  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  III  Singles 
Championships.  Taylor  won  the  Centennial  Singles  Champion- 
ship, teamed  with  Louis  Blanchette  to  win  the  Centennial 
Doubles  Championship,  and  won  the  ITA  Regional  Singles 
Championship.
